In the year 1S-B my father was a carpenter 


of an English ship called the OoU'.er. liii'.c, 
chartered from Liverpool to the Wcs.1 
Indies and return, says a New York bun 
writer. She was u. snail but snug ship, 
Kirrying about twelve men, and she had 
[wo guns mounted on her dcul: us a protoc- 
Uon njainst pirates. There were plenty o. 
suspicious craft riuiging ubout tbo Cunb- 
l«au sea in those days, and all merchant 
vessels hud to be prepared to defend them- 
selves. One ol 
1 tho guns was a biff fellow 


presented to Lho owner of tlie ship by a club 
of gentlemen, and after it was mounted lie 
was warned that it would rack the suip to 
pieced if ever discharged. 


Tho Golden Rule made a line run of ir, un- 


til nlmost down to tbo islands, when one 
morning, at about nine o'clock, sue cftino up 
with a brig flying English colors and n flajf 
of distress. Tho captain ordered the hhir> 
to lie to, and Uio mate to put oil to Uio 
stranger ill the yawl. Tlie distance between 
thorn was only a quarter of amilo, runl the 
yaivl was soon alongside. The ir.uto went 
up first, and tlie two men soon followed, 
ar.d in a few minutes the stranger shoivcd 
a signal whicli read: "More help, or wo 
sink I" It was a ociuiUf;iL day, with a light 
wind and r.o sea, and the captain ut once 
sentofttho second mate with four men. 
This made eight out of t.lie twelve. 


Neither of the guns were loadcJ, but 


when Ihe second boat left -js my father 
went at it and loaded both pieces, htrvir.g 
the help of one of the sailors. 
Into the 


smaller they crammed ar.y thing to answer 
for grape and canr.istei', and into the larger 
asolidshot. tVlicn tlio crew of thu second 
boat reached Uio brig und went over the 
rail they were received with a cheer, bu: 
in a few minutes both boats, crammed iaK 
of men, left the bng for the ship. Seeing 
this my tather made bold ;o tell the captain 
that he believed tho stranger a. piraie, and 
the boats should be. lircd upon. 
Captain 


Davis laughed at ihu idea as his glass re- 
vealed tlio fanes of bis own men in tho 
boats, or so he thought. It turned out tlicy 
had been forced tt> yield up jackets and 
caps, but riot one or them Lad left tho brig. 
The boats pulled richi alongside, and when 
it was loo lati! it was discovered that they 
were heavily annud, and wcvo 110 doub: 
pirates. 
They were aboard in a jiffy, 


meeting no opposition whatever. 


It may perhaps be called cowardice in my 


father for slipping into the cabin 113 the 
pirates tumbled aboard. He found a hidiug- 
placo under a lounge, and he heard all that 
went on. The pirates didn't seem to bo 
such a murderous lot. 
They towed their 


brig alongside, brofcc out such of tho cargo 
as suited their fancy, and cleaned tlie lock- 
ers of every dollar in cash. They were full 
of horso play and rude jests, but no one was 
hurt. About noon they were ready to de- 
part. The wind was now blowing from tho 
west and they put all the ship's crew into 
the vawl without, food, water, sail or oars, 
and'turued the boat adrift. The idea was 
to get rid of them witbout bloodshed, and 
It was a pretty suro way. Sho drove off, 
broadside on, "and the slightest increase in 
the size of the waves must swamp her. If 
the weather held lice it was deaUi from 
thirst and starvation. ^Vhen the crew had 
been disposed of the pirates descended into 
tlie hold and bored several augur holes 
through her bottom. 
They laughed and 


jested as if it were a good joke, and all 
were pretty drunk when the brig was ready 
to depart. 
My father r.ow removed the imputation 


of cowardice by performing a nervy act. 
He didn't know now many holes had been 
bored or how soon the ship would go down, 
but thought, from the actions of the pirates 
that she would not swim anotbe? half hour. 
He felt thai he was a dooxed man, and ho 
wanted revenge. As soon as he heard the 
pirate* casting off he crept up t!ie compan- 
ion, and saw that the big gun which was on 
that siilc of tho ship hud not been meddled 
with, lie got a horn of powder from tho 
arms chest, un'pt along the deck to tho 
cook's bouyc iinsocn, ami thiM-n found Uio 
iron poltei- iu tlie stovo red hot, as if one ol 
the pii-atcs had meant to use it to carry out 
some design. 


The two vessels had locked yards, and the 


brig had some trouble in getting clear. 
When she finally drew away she- fell off 
astern, but as she maue sail she came

Tho 
ea around was covered with wreckage, 
vhile tho brig was noivhore to be seen. 
"What bad happened f "Well, sir, the ball 
roin the big cannon had smashed into the 
rig's powder magazine and blown her up. 


*t was entirely a chance shot, bat it went 


tra;ght to the mark. Not one single man 
f the sixty or mo'rc making; up the pirate's 
row escaped with his life. As soon as my 
athor could realize his good fortune he ran 
or some plugs and a mallet, a^d dropped 
ito the hold. Not :noro than a i'oot of 
vatcr had entered, and he' soon had tlio 
ioles plugged. Captain Davis aud his men 
iad, oC course, heard tho explosion. When 
hey saw the brig go and the ship still 
oat they toro the tluvarts out of the yawl 
nd managed by hard work to paddle back. 
Vt, three o'clock they were aboard again, 
nd the ship pumped dry. As if that was 
iot enough good luck, two or three chests 
vero picked up amocg tho wreckage with 
nougli money nnd jewelry in them to buy 
wo such ships as the Golden Eulc. Jly 
ather got a public reception m England, 
overal medals and decorations and J3,000 
n gold.

TUT. llrsi point in making cheap pork is 


to get the hog lo market in the shortest 
possible time. Tho same food makes more 
pork in eariy fall than in midwinter, for 
less of the food is used to produce animal 
heat. 


Trn: farmer is more tempted to run in 


debt than almost any other man, because 
dealers are so willing to trust him ; his farm 
is a good busis for security, and it is prop- 
erty which can not be hidden or carried 
away. 


Wm:itE fal'.on leaves are abundant and 


there is a convenient place near the stables 
for storing them, it is quite a good plan to 
gather them up and use them for bedding 
in tho stable. Although, compared with 
their bulk there is not a largo amount of 
substance in them, whatever there is makes 
a very superior fertilizer.' 


Is winter, no matter how severe the cold, 


the safety of vines may be insured by lay- 
ing their, down in the fall and slightly cov. 
cring with earth. This protection is more 
easily given the grape-vine than to any 
other fruit tree. It is an advantage, even 
if the winter is not cold enough to kill. 


TITE frequent failure of red clover of late 


compels farmers to look for a substitute for 
pasture. Nothing better than rye. Sow it 
after wheat, early potatoes, or oats. It 
gives late feed and early feed. Land in- 
tended for corn next year will afford two 
months' pasture in the fall aud one month 
in tho spring and a green crop to turn 
under— better than weeds. 


Wires potatoes are ripe, the proper time 


to dig them is while the ground is dry. 
They arc then handled with more ease and 
satisfaction that when the ground is so 
moist that the soil adheres to the tubers. 
They are best left on the ground ia pits, and 
covered with hay and earth enough to keep 
out the rain and removed to the cellar on 
the approach of cold weather. 


Tin: milk temperament is born with a 


cow. You may increase the butter yield by 
making her give more milk, but the relative 
proposition of solids will not be greatly 
changed. On tho other hand, a certain line 
of feeding will put water into a cow's milk 
without showing any corrnspondingiucreaso 
of butter or choose yield, a sort of gruel 
diet, but this don't pay, as water in milk 
don't count.
